But every one among themſclves 
of all the perſons three, 
Together coeternall all, 
and all cocquall be. 
So unitic in trinitie, 
as faid it is before, 
And trinitic in unitie 
inall things we adore. 


Therefore what man ſoever that 
ſalvation will atrain, 

This faith touching the triniric 
of force he muſt retain. 

And ncedfull to eternall life 
it is, that every wight 

Of theincarnating of Chriſt 
our Lord heleeve arighrt.

nion that Jordan ſhall run into his mouth; and which 
is made of ſuch a mould, that he feareth no man. 
And who ſhall ſave us from his chops, O Lord Je- 
Tus 2 who ſhall pluck us out of his mouth, ſaving 


thou, O Lord, who haſt broken the head of this: 


great dragon? help us, Lord; ſpreade out thy wings 
'over us, O Lord, that we may flic under them from 
| \theface of this great dragon that purſueth us : and 
fence thou us from his horns with thy ſhield. For 
'this is his continuall endeavour, this is his onely de- 
fire, to devourethe ſouls which thou haſt created. 
And therefore we crie unto thee, O God ; deliver 
us from our daily adverſary, who whether we ſleep 
or wake, whether we eat or drink,or whether we be 
doing of any thing elſe, preſſeth upon us by all kind 
of means, aſſaulting us day and night with trains 
and policies, and ſhooting his venimous arrows at 
us, ſometime openly, and ſometime privily to {lay 
our ſouls. And yet ſuch is our great madneſſe, O 
Lord, that whereas we ſce the dragon continually 
in a readineſfle to devoure us with open mouth, we 
nevertheleſſe do ſleep and rejoyce in our own floth- 
fulneſſe, as though we were out of his danger, who 
defireth nothing elſe but to deſtroy us. Our mil- 
chievous enemy to the intent to kill us, watcheth 
- |continually,and never ſleepeth ; and yet will not we 
awake from ſleepto ſave our ſelves. Behold, he hath 
pitched infinite ſnares before our feet, and filled all 
our waycs with ſundrie traps to catch our ſouls : and 
who can eſcape, O Lord Jeſus, ſo many and great 
dangers * He hath laid ſnares for us in our riches, in 
our poverty, in our meat, in our drink, in our plea- 
ſures, in our ſleep, and in our waking ; he hath ſet 
ſnares for us in our words, and our works, and in all 
our life. But thou, O Lord, deliver us from the net 
of the fowlers, and from hard words, that we may 
ive praiſe to thee, ſaying, Bleſſed bethe Lord, who 
Rath not given us up to bea prey for their teeth : 
Our ſoul is delivered as a ſparrow out of the fowlers 
net ; the net is broken,and we eſcaped.

'F Beleeve and confeſſe my Lord God eternall, in- 
[| finite, unmeaſurable, incomprehenſible, and invi- 
fible,one in ſubſtance, and three in perſon, Father, 
Sonne,and holy Ghoſt:who by his almighty power 
and wiſdome, hath not onely of nothing created 
heavenand earth, and all things therein contained, 
and man after his own image, that he might in him 
be glorified ; bur alſo by his fatherly providence 
governeth, maintaineth,and preſerveth the ſame ac- 
cording to the purpoſe of his will. 

I beleeve alſo and confeſle Jeſus Chriſt the _ 
Saviour and Meſſias: who being equall with God, 
made himſelf of no reputation, but took on him the 
ſhape ofa ſervant, and 2 nn man,in all things like

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unto us except finne, to aſſure us of mercy and for- 
giveneſle. For when throngh our father Adams 
tranſgreſſion, we were become children of  perdi- 
tion, there was no means to bring us from the yoke 
of ſinne and damnation, but onely Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord ; who giving us that by Brace, which was his 
by nature, made us through faith the children of 
God : Who when the fulneſſe of time was come 
was conceived by the power of the holy Ghoſt, 
born of the virgin Marie according to the fleſh, and 
uz in earth the goſpel of ſalvation : till at 
ength by tyranny of be prieſts, he was guiltleſſe 
condemned under Pontius Pilate then prefident of 
Jewry, and moſt {landerouſly hanged on the croſſe 
between two theeves, as a notorious treſpaſſer 
where taking upon him the puniſhment of our 
ſinnes, he delivered us from the curſe of the law. 
And foraſmuch as he being onely God could not 
feel death,neither being onely man could overcome 
death ; he joyned both together, and ſuffered hi 
humanitie to be puniſhed with moſt cruel death, 
feeling in himſelf the anger and ſevere judgement 
of God, evenas he had been inextreme torments of 
hell, and therefore cried with a loud voice, My God, 
my God, why haſt thou forſaken me ? Thus of his mer- 
cie without compulſion, he offered up himſelf as the 
onely ſacrifice to purge the finnes of all the world : 
So that all other ſacrifices for ſinne are blaſphe- 
mous, and derogate from the ſufficiencie hereof. 
Which death albeir it did ſufficiently reconcile us to 
God, yetthe ſcriptures commonly do attribute our 
regeneration to his reſurretion. For as by riſi 
again from the grave the third day, he con —_— 
death ; even ſo the victory of our faith ſtandeth in 
his reſurreRion : and therefore without the one we 
cannot feel the benefits of the other. For as by his 
death finne was taken away, ſo our righteouſneſſe 
was reſtored by his reſurretion. And becauſe he 
would accompliſh all things, and take poſſeſſion for 
us in his kingdome, he aſcended into heaven to en- 
large the ſame kingdome by the abundant power of 
his Spirit, by whom we are moſt aſſured of his con- 
tinuall interceſſion towards God the Father for us. 
Andalthough he be in heaven as touching his cor- 
porall preſence, where the Father hath now ſet him 
at his right hand, committing unto him the admi- 
niſtration of all things, as well in heaven above, as 
in the earth beneath ; yet is he preſent with us his 
members, even to the end of the world, in preſer- 
ving and governing us with his effectuall power and 
grace : Who, when all things are fulfilled which 


ſince the world began,will come in the ſame viſible 
form in the which he aſcended, with an unſpeakable 
majeſty,power,and company,to ſeparate the lam 
from the goats, the elect from the —_—_ ſo 
that none whether he be alive then, or dead before, 
ſhall eſcape his judgement. 

Moreover, I beleeve and confeſſe the holy 
Ghoſt, God equall with the Father and the Sonne z 
who regenerateth and ſanRifieth us, ruleth and 
guideth us unto all truth, perſwading moſt aſſured! 
in our conſciences, that we be the children of God, 
brethren to Jeſus Chriſt, and fellow-heirs with 
him of life everlaſting. 

Yer notwithſtanding it is not ſufficient to be- 
leeve that God is omnipotent and mercifull, that 
Chriſt hath made ſatisfation, or that the holy

[Ghoſt hath his power and effeR, except we do ap- 


ply the ſame benefits to us which are Gods elect. | 
I beleeve therefore and confefle one holy church ;} 
hich (as members of Jeſus Chriſt the _ 4 head 
hereof) conſent in faith, hope and charity, uſing the 
gifts of God, whether they be temporall or ſpiri- 
tuall, ro the profit and furtherance of rhe ſame. 
hich church is not ſeen ro manseye, but onely 
known to God : who of the loſt ſonnes of Adam, 
hath ordained ſome as veſſels of wrath to damna- 
tion,and hath choſen others as veſlels of his mercie 
0 be ſaved ; the which in due time he calleth to in- 
tegritie of life, and godly converſation, to make 
them a glorious church in himſelf. But that church 
which is viſible and ſeen to the eye, hath three 
rokens and marks whereby it may be known. Firſt, 
he word of God contained inthe old and new Te- 
ſtament : Which as it is above the authoritie of the 
ſame church, and onely ſufficient to inſtruct us in all 
things concerning ſalvation , ſo is it left for all de- 
prees of men, to reade and underſtand. For without 
his word, neither church, councel, nor decree can 
ſtabliſh any point touching ſalvation. The ſecond 
is the holy ſacraments, to wit, of baptiſme, and the 
Lords ſupper. Which ſacraments Chriſt hath lefr 
unto us as holy ſignes and ſeals of his promiſes. For 
as by baptiſme once received, is ſignified, that we 
as well infants,as others of age and diſcretion ) be- 
g ſtrangers from God by originall ſinne, are re- 
ceived into his family and congregation, with full 
aſſurance, that although this root of finne lie hid in 
s, yet tothe elec it ſhall not be imputed : ſo the 
ſupper declareth, that God as a moſt provident Fa- 
her, doth not onely feed our bodies, bur alſo ſpiri- 
tually nouriſheth our ſouls with the graces and be- 
nefits of Jeſus Chriſt, which the ſcripture calleth 
cating of his fleſh, and drinking of his bloud. Nei- 
ther muſt we in the adminiſtration of theſe ſacra- 
ments follow mans fantaſie ; but as Chriſt himſelf 


_ as by ordinary vocation are thereunto calle 
herefore whoſoever reſerveth and worſhippeth 
theſe ſacraments, or contrariwiſe contemneth them

The third mark of this church is eccleftaſticall di 
ſcipline z which ſtandeth in admonition, and co 
rection of faults. The finall end whereof is excom4 
munication by the conſent of the church deter| 
mined, if the offender be obſtinate. And beſides 
this ecclefiafticall diſcipline, I acknowledge to bel 
long to this church a politick magiſtrate, who migi- 
ſtreth roevery man juſtice, defending the good, and 
— , the evil ; to whom we muſt render ho4 
nour and obedience in all things which are not con- 


Jofias, and other good rulers purged the church 0 
God from ſuperſtition and idolatry : ſo the defence 
of Chriſts church appertaineth to Chriſtian magji- 
ſtrates, againſt all idolaters and hereticks, as Papiits, 
Anabapriſts, with ſuch like limmes of Antichriſt, to 
root out all doctrine of devils and men ; as the 
maſſe, purgatory, limbus patrum, prayers to ſaints, 
and for the dead, free-will, diſtintion of meats, ap- 
parel and dayes, vowes of fingle life, preſence at 
idol-{ervice, mans merits, with ſuch like, which 
draw us from the ſociety of Chriſts church wherein 
ſtandeth onely remiſſion of ſinnes, purchaſed by 
Chriſts bloud to all them that beleeve, whethe 
they be Jews or Gentiles, and lead us toa vain con- 
fidence in creatures, and truſt in our own imagina- 
tions. The puniſhment whereof although God 
oftentimes deferreth in this life, yet after the gene- 
rall reſurrection, when our ſouls and bodies ſhall 
riſe again to immortality, they ſhall be damned to 
unquenchable fire : and then we which have for 
ſaken all mens wiſdometo cleave unto Chriſt, ſhal 
heare the joyfull voice, Come ye bleſſed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdome _—_ for you from the begin- 
ning of the world ; and ſo ſhall go triumphing with 
him in body and foulto remain everlaſtingly in glo- 
ry, where we ſhall ſee God face to face, and ſhall no 
more need to inſtru one another ; we ſhall all
